Miss Vanderbilt. did not 
meet him, however, it was said. .The 
actress said she had not known Fallon's 
whereabouts while he was a fugitive. 


Agents Pose as Salesmen. 


Of more than 100 tips that reached the 
authorities’ as to Fallon’s hiding place, 
one was seized upon recently as heing 
the most likely. This was that Fallon 
had been seen,’ wearing a mustache, in 
the Inwood section. Acting on this: in- 
formation,Department of Justice agents 
spent several days visiting scores of 
apartment houses in the Dyckman Street 
neighborhood, asking at each building 
whether a man of Fallon’s description 
had in- the last few weeks rented an 
apartment. Last Friday, they learned 


that a man of that description had re- 
cently moved into an apartment at 586 
Academy Street. 

The arrest could have been made that 
day. Two agents posed as salesmen of 
vacuum cleaners. Later they found Fal- 
lon in the apartment, arrested him on 
Saturday afternoon, arraigned thhim and 

questioned him in the Department of 
Justice offices at 15 Park Row. Though 
he was questioned for six hours, he gave 
no information that. would assist the 
ov etamment in its case against him. 

spent the six ‘hours in discussing 
acl ons of law and in conversing on 
casual topics.

were fruitless.

PLAIN VIEWS ON CURRENCY 
1 THEORIES. 

The controversy between advocates 
of the so-called “ managed cutren- 
cies,"’ regulated by index numbers of 
prices or by other statistital data, and 
advocates of paper money on a gold 
basis, has hitherto been a ‘matter of 
economic- dispute or political sugges- 
tion. . The practical and experienced 
financier has taken littke part in it, 
His viewpoint, however, is expressed 
with great clarity and common sense; 
in the é@urrent annual report. of the 
Swiss Bankverein. «The position of 
this well-known banking organization, 
located in a kind of sound-money oasis 
in the middle of Continental Europe | ° 
but doing business with the surround-- 
ing nations under their varying con- 
ditions of currency depreciation, 
should be particylarly suited for com- 
mon-sense judgment on the question. 

It first remarks that as yet the dis- 
cussion can be only académic, since 
the new “ scientific systems ’’ have 
‘ho practical experience behind them, 
wheréa@s ‘the gold standard is a proved 
reality Tt also points out the fact 
that @ everywhere those responsible 
‘“for the monetary circulation . and 
“the great majority of practical men, 
“bankers amiong others, support the 
“ gold standard.’’ To this it adds an- 
other striking consideration—namely, 
that. ‘in all countries which arq or 
“have been suffering from inflation, 
“as, for instance, Germany and Aus- 
+ tria, public .opinion unanimously: 
a ‘turns 4o gold as the sole. meéans-.of 
“ salvation from a desperate situa- 
“* tion,’? whereas “the new theories 
“are only current in the United States 
“and in countries’with sound -curren- 
“cies, such as\England, Switzerland, 
“ Sweden.” . 

The Swiss Bank states fairly the 
theory of the new schogl: that a cur- 
ren¢y managed according to its prin- 
ciples. would assure stability of prices 
and, through restricting speculation, 
would “ prevent business activity from 
“ rising too high in times of prosperity 
“and from falling too low in times of 

“crisis.” Its first answer is that the 
currency would rest on an extremely 
vague foundation./ Index numbers do 
not possess the qualities netéssary to 
fit them to-serve as a basis for the 
management of the currency; in coun- 


prices are compiled, each Yields dif- 
ferent results. It points out, more- 
over, that the relation between volume 
of currency and the general le¥él. ot 
prices is far more complicated than “Is 
commonly supposed; instancing the 
fact that whereas prices in England 
fell more than 30 per cent. in 1921, 
the ‘volume of the, paper circulation 
decreased in the same period only 12 
percent.

A more'serious flaw in-the managed- 
currency theory. ts indicated. Taking 
the variation ini the tfpical British. 
commodities dyring 1923, the Swiss 
Bank shows that “ these fluctuations 
‘‘ are due to supply and demand and 
“are necessary to regulate produc-. 
“tion’’; that. therefore “it is not the 
“pusiness of the currency to impede 
“them, but rather to give free play 
“to the factors which determine 
“them.’’ Absolute stability of the 
level of prices ‘would eventually be pos- 
sible ‘only if every separate advance in 
price were to be offset by a corre: 
sponding decrease elsewhere—which is 
obviously impossible. ; 

To secure this by forcible \means 
would hardly fit any theory. More 
than that, the. introduction of any 
managed, currency, with its arbitrary | 
control” of prices, “ would, without 
“ doubt, sive rise to further bitter

AN INTERNATIONAL ACADEMY. 

The Peace Palace ‘at The Hague is 
to have still another tenant this Sum- 
mer. It is to be the seat of an acad- 
eniy of much “wider scope than that of 
PLATO, where such questions were dis- 
cussed as ‘* What Is the State?.’’, 
‘* What Is a Statesman?” and ‘: wht 
Is~Government?’’ The ‘Academy of 
International Law at The Hague takes 
the States as they are, with their ex- 
isting Governments, and. with such 
statesmen as they have, and asks the 
next question, “ How are States to 
live together on this globe with >jus: 
tice-toward each other? ” \ 
| A representative of the Hellenic helr 
of Piato’s academy is to be. present 
at The Hague Academy in the person 
of Professor ANDRE ANDREADES, but 
Greece is only one of at least a‘dozen 
nations to be represented. Distin- 
guished scholars in the field of inter- 
national law will be there not “only 
from England, France and Italy, from 
Holland, Belgium, ‘ Czechoslovakia, 
Switzerland and Portugal, but also 
from Germany and Russia. Moreover, 
‘South ‘America. will be represented, 
and, happily, the United States. Two 
American professors are included in 
the list: Dean Jesse S. Reeves of the 
University of Michigan and Professir 
PHriip MARSHALL Brown of Prince- 
ton. Ifthe students who.are expected 
to come with some knowledge of in- 
ternational law are as widely repre- 
sentative as the lecturers, it should be 
one of the mokt significant ang inter- 
nationally profitable institutions ever 
established. 

Those who- go from America should 
be advised that the lectures are to be 
given in the same building as that 
which houses the World Court when in 
session. Senator Lopam or Senator 
Psrrer will undoubtedly be ready to 
advise all such applicants how to avail 
of the advantage of. this World Acad- 
emy and yet escape contamination 
from the World Court.

If 
that confidence were to disappear gen- 
erally among mén our civilization would 
crumble into fragments, and the most 
prosperous regions of the earth would 
be unable to support more than a frac- 
tion of their present population: In the

turn in.some places we have beheld peo- 
ple starving’ where. food should have 
been abundant. 

**We are, therefore, justified in main- 
taining that our civilization, with all its 
materialism, with all its sordid aspects, 
with all its hypocrisy, is ultimately Pased 
on moral and religious principles and 
that its defects are due to moral im- 
perfections. 

“Any one who Nooke upon his re 
lar occupation as mere breadwinnin ng 
has missed altogether its moral im- 
port. Less often, fortunately, than in 
the per but still I fear not infre- 
quently, young men say to themselves, 
‘I must = something to support my- 
self, but I wish I were net obliged to 
do so.’ Such an idea, if not immoral, is 
unmoral, and falls far short of a true 
sense of moral duty.. Those whe by 
reason of illness cannot work we pity; 
those who can labor in God’s vineyard 
but do not should be pitied even more, 
for moral is more lamentable than 
physical weakness. Good men must 
not only abstain from wrongdoing but 
be productive. 

Eb) good man can do untold good 
through his profession. Any one who 
pursues his calling to the best of his 
ability, with a-large view to its ultimate 
results, thereby serves and raises. great- 
ly the whole community, for the com- 
mon road of men rightly traveled is the 
highway of the Eternal King.

Count Erich von Zeppelin, nephew. of 

the late Count Otto Von Zeppelin, in- 
ventor of the German type of dirigible 
which bears his name, arrived yesterday 
on the Hamburg-American liner Albert 
(Ballin, from Friedrichshafen with Dr. 
¥F. E. Jung, consulting engineer of \the 
Zeppelin ‘company in’ America. The 
Count, whois 52 years old, has not been 
in this country since he came in com- 
mand of the German naval schoolship 
‘Gneisenau in 1892. He is an Admiral 
on. the: retired list. 
_'The Count was ‘optimistic over the 
future for dirigibles in the Atlantic pas- 
senger and mail’ service, saying. they 
would be serious rivals of the first-class 
steamships because of the saving in time 
on the voyage and economy in opéra- 
tion. 

“To insure safety,’’ he continued, ‘‘the 
airships .of the future must have ca- 
pacity between 130,000 and 125,000; cubic 
meters. ‘Below. that measurement iI do 
not think: they would be reliable to carty 
a large number of passengers and mails 
with safety, I expect to see in the ‘near 
future a Zeppelin fly from Berlin to 
Chicago in fifty-six hours, carrying ‘100 
‘passengers and twelve tons of mail. 


The Start tor New Yori. 


“The new airship ZR-3,<which is of 
75,000 cubic meters, has made two trial 
trips. successfully and will make four 
long flights before she. is. permitted -to 
start across the Atlantic. These trips 
will include flights across the North Sea 


to Riga and across Europe to the Black 
Sea. They will occupy another four 
weeks, and I do-not expect the ZR-3 to 
leave Germany for New York before the 
beginning. o September, when the 
weather conditions will be favorable.’’ 

While waiting. for the arrival of the 
ZR-3, the Count will. make a tour of the 
industrial centres of the United States 
to discover developments worthy of: ct- 
tention by Huropean manufacturers.

“Using the character of a confidential 
agent of England he has sent. notes to 
the Foreign Office’ which. did not have 
the requisites 6f diplomatic correspond- 
ence, as almost all were written in a 
violent form lacking in respéct for the 
Mexican Government. 

“In view, of these circumstances the 
Mexican Government through * proper 


channels two years ago made. represen- 
tations to the English Government, stat- 
ing the complaints they had against Mr. 
Cummins and intimating that for th 
better arrangément of business now 
nding it would be well to recall Mr.

Redaction: in May” Coabiasted 
‘. With Other Periods in Steel 
Corporation’: History. ‘ 


The. reduction of 580,000 tons in for- 
Ward business carried on the. books of 
the United States Steel Corporation for 
the. month of May, as. reported last 
Tuesday, was viewed with more ‘inter- 
est in trade_and financial circles than 
any of-the recognized indices covering 
conditions. in. the iron and steel indus- 
try of the country. This reduction fol- 
lowed a> decrease- of 574,000 tons, re- 
ported in the previous month, The cor- 
poration, as of May 31, -reported un- 
filled orders aggregating 3,628,089 tons, 
which is the smallest total reported by 
the company since November, 1914, 
when the aggregate of. such business 
amounted to 3,242,000 tons. 
low lével of forward business, however, 


in 1914, when consideration is given to 
the fact that the producing capacity of 
the steel industry has virtually doubled 
since the beginning of the war. 

The total of 3,628,089 tons, reported 
at the close of May, compares with 
4,912,901 tons reported at the close of 
February. Upon. a percentage basis, the 
reduction in unfilled orders between 
February and May amounts to, more 
than 26 per cent. This follows fn in- 
crease in orders -amounting to 12 per 
cent., reproted between November, 1928, 
and February of this year. In view of 


in the last four months, comparison of 
recent ‘swings in Steel Corporation or- 
ders may be of interest. 

The most drastic reduction in steel 
orders, prior to that now in force, was 
witnessed during the period of deflation 
which followed the boom that culmi- 
nated in 1920. In July of that yea«e.the 
company reported unfilled ordérs aggre- 
gating 11,118,000 tons. From that level 
there was an almost steady decline until 
February, 1922, when unfilled orders 
were reported at! 4,114900 tons. An- 
other period of drastic curtailment was 
experienced immediately following the 
ending of the World War, when cancel- 
lations of war orders were in force. In 
October, 1918, just prior to the Armis- 
tice, the. company reported orders of 
8, 353, 000 tons. ‘From then until May, 
1919, ‘orders gradually reduced to@ level 
of 4,282,000 tons. 

In the period of depression which fol- 
lowed the panic of 1907 another sharp 
reduction in unfilled tonnage was re- 
ported. Int June of 1907, just prior to 
the collapse in - the security markets 
which unsettled business throuhgout. the 
country, the Steel Corporation reported 
6,480,000 tons of forward business on its 
books. By December of that year or- 
ders dropped to 4,620,000 tons, and by 
June of 1908 they were down to 3,130,000 
tons, or a decline of more than 50 per 
cent. within a year: 

In contrast with these periods of de= 
clining steel ~orders, there were also 
many periods of recovery which may be 
of interest. One such period was from 
May, 1919, to July; 1920, when the 
steel industry was recuperating from 
the depression which followed the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. The ‘low point of the 
after-war depression was reached in 
May, 1919, when steel orders aggre- 
gated 4,282,000 tons. From that level 
there was an almost steady increase 
until orders aggregated 11,118,000 tons 
in July, 1920. That figure fell short 
by only 1,000,000 tons of reaching the 
record figure for all time reported in 
April, 1917, immediately after the 
United States entered the World War. 

The lowest point in unfilled steel or- 
ders in the history of the United States 
Steel Corporation was reached in Sep- 
tember, 1904, when orders amounting 
to 2,430,000 tons weré reported, and this 
was at a time when the production ca- 
pacity of the United States Steel Cor- 

poration was only about equal to one- 
third of that of the present time.
